County-wide referendum for 15% council tax rise will not happen

SURREY County councillors have 
scrapped plans to raise council 
tax by 15 per cent to fund the bor¬ 
ough’s struggling adult social care 
services amid fury from residents. 

The proposed increase, an¬ 
nounced last month, would have 
been the highest in the country 
and would have triggered a coun¬ 
ty-wide referendum if passed. 

At a meeting at Surrey County 
Council in Kingston on Tuesday, 
leader David Hodge announced he 
would be abondoning the propos¬ 
als and instead raising council tax 
by 4.99 per cent. 

Councillors have approved the 
adjusted budget and 4.99 per cent 
rise, with 53 councillors in favour, 
18 against and one abstention. 

Under Government rules, the 
council can only raise its share 
of the tax by an additional 4.99 
per cent each year - 3 per cent of 
which is ring-fenced for adult so¬ 
cial care. 

The average Surrey resident 
according to house value - those 
living in Band D properties - paid 
£1,268.28 in 2016/17. A 15 per cent 
increase would have seen these 
residents paying an additional 
£190.24. 

But following the vote this after¬ 
noon taxpayers in Band D proper¬ 
ties will instead face a £63.27 on 
their council tax bill. 

Councillor David Hodge, lead¬ 
er of the Conservative adminis-

tration, which has a majority of 
around two-thirds in the council, 
confirmed the plans on January 
19, blaming demands on adult so¬ 
cial care, learning disabilities and 
children’s services for the planned 
hike. 

He said the backtrack will be 
welcomed by Surrey residents and 
was “shocked” by some council¬ 
lors’ opposition. 

Opposition Lib Dem leader Ha¬ 
zel Watson called the council’s 
budget a “disaster”, and criticised 
councillor Hodge for cancelling an 
“unwinnable” referendum. 

She said: “Councillor Hodge has 
divided this chamber. He’s merely 
cancelled the referendum he knew 
he was going to lose.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr 
Hodge admitted that no deal had 
been agreed with Westminster, but 
that reassurances regarding local 
government funding were going to 
be looked into. 

He said: “I think it’s really im¬ 
portant we got the message over 
and I think that’s the key thing 


here for the people of Surrey be¬ 
cause at the end of the day, I have 
never wanted a referendum. 

“I believed it was something 
we had no option but to say, what 
would have been a requirement 
if we didn’t see some sort of com¬ 
ing to understanding of where we 
are.” 

But Cllr Hodge would not com¬ 
ment on whether the reassuranc¬ 
es from central government were 
concrete. 

He said: “I wouldn’t go into all 
the discussions I had with govern¬ 
ment because for obvious reasons 
they were private discussions at 
that time, but I do believe the gov¬ 
ernment now understands that 
adult social care is at crisis in this 
country and a solution has to be 
found. I don’t think there’s anyone 
in this country that disagrees with 
that.” 

Cllr Hodge denied that back¬ 
tracking from 15 per cent to 4.99 
per cent was a “political game”. 

He said: “I’m always open to 
changing my mind, I always said I 


was looking for a way forward and 
I believe the dicussions [with Gov¬ 
ernment] will help towards doing 
that as we go along in the future.” 

He also dodged questions as to 
whether Surrey residents could be 
looking at a referendum next year 
should a solution from govern¬ 
ment not be found. 

He said he was only required to 
“address this year”, adding that 
he hoped the council would be in a 
better situation in 2018. 

Throughout the debate, several 
councillors accused Cllr Hodge of 
backtracking in light of the up¬ 
coming county council elections 
in May. 

But Cllr Hodge denied the his 
change of heart was a politcal 
move. 

“I’ve never actually looked at 
this about my re-election. I believe 
the people in my personal division 
where I am in Warlingham, in 
Chelsham, Farleigh, Tatsfield, Tit- 
sey and Woldingham, they know 
me, they know the sort of person 
I am. 

“I’m out everyday, every week¬ 
end out delivering leaflets, my 
wife joins me, we have a great 
time delivering leaflets, we talk to 
people. 

“This is about how you commu¬ 
nicate to the people in your divi¬ 
sion, every meber should be doing 
this, I hope they do. 

“But at the end of the day the 
people in my division will make 
their own decision whether they 
think I do a decent job on their be¬ 
half and I stand up for them.”

A KARATE instructor de¬ 
scribed as “community-spir¬ 
ited” and “trustworthy” has 
been cleared of one charge of 
sexually assaulting a teenage

A jury acquitted Spencer 
Hannan, 42, of Derek Ave¬ 
nue, Epsom, of sexual activ¬ 
ity with a child in an attack 
yards from the boy’s house.

But Mr Rupert Hallowes, 
defending, said it would have 
been impossible to carry out 
the string of attacks while 
driving without avoiding de¬ 
tection. 

The trial continues.

INCREASING car parking 
charges damages the town 
centre as people are driv¬ 
en away, a councillor has 
claimed. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council voted to increase 
the cost of parking in many 
of its car parks as part of its 
budget last year, but this did 
not lead to more revenue be¬ 
ing generated last year. 

The council’s Environment 
Committee also approved a 
raft of tariffs this week - the 
highest increases being by 
50p for long stays in the At¬ 
kins car park and 50p in West 
Hill - that will be decided at 
a full council meeting on Val¬ 
entine’s Day. 

Along with increases to 
charges for cemetery and 
burial services, refuse collec¬ 
tion, and other services, the 
council expects to rake in an 
extra £262,000 in 2017/18 be¬ 
cause of the rises. 

But figures obtained under 


the Freedom of Information 
Act 2000, show the total reve¬ 
nue generated by council car 
parks and pay-and-display 
meters decreased in the last 
full financial year, despite 
charges going up. 

In 2015/16, £1,184,741.30 

was raised - £54,721.35 (about 
4.5 per cent) less than in the 
previous financial year. 

The council had hoped to 
encourage longer-term park¬ 


ing for those working in the 
town centre, for example, 
in car parks in Hook Road 
and the Upper High Street, 
and make the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre a short-term car park, a 
spokesman stated. 

Total revenue generated 
by council car parks and pay- 
and-display meters in Epsom 
and Ewell:

Councillor Jane Race was 
the only member of the coun¬ 
cil’s Environment Committee 
to vote against the provision¬ 
al charges this week. 

She told the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian: “Having 3 per cent in¬ 
creases in car parking charg¬ 
es year-on-year damages our 
town centre.” 

Figures presented to the 
Environment Committee on 
Tuesday, January 31 show 
the number of monthly visi¬ 
tors to the Ashley Centre car 
park between November 2015 
and October 2016 - the latest 
numbers available - were 
down from the previous year. 

The report stated: “Visi¬ 
tor numbers to the Ashley 
Centre car park have been in 
gradual decline over the last 
three years. 

“This could be due to a 
number of factors such as the 
increase in car park charges 
or the changes in retail offer¬ 
ing in the Ashley Centre.” 

Cllr Race added: “We’ve 
had a lot of better shops in 
Epsom in previous years. 


BED SHORTAGES at hospitals 
across the south east have 
grown by more than 60 per 
cent in seven years because 
of “serious underfunding”, ac¬ 
cording to one of the country’s 
biggest unions. The GMB union 
claims that lack of funding has 
allowed this country’s social 
care system to “crumble”, with 
the number of patients stuck in 
hospital who are ready to be 
discharged increasing by 46 per 
cent since 2010. The union has 
blamed a lack of available social 
care support as one of the most 
common reasons for delays in 
patients being discharged from 
hospital. 

FIREFIGHTERS ARE staying 
tight-lipped about an “incident 
involving hazardous materi¬ 
als” in Leatherhead last week. 
Crews from Epsom, Dorking and 
Leatherhead “were there until 
the early hours”, according to 
a spokesman from Epsom fire 
station. But when pressed about 
when and where the incident 
was, what “hazardous materials” 
were involved, and what the 
nature of the “incident was”, 
spokesmen from Epsom and 
Leatherhead fire stations said 
they could not provide more 
information. A spokesman from 
Banstead fire station said there 
was an “incident in Leather¬ 
head” which involved “hazard¬ 
ous materials”, but said they did 
not know any more details. 

SUPERMARKETS ARE rationing 
vegetables after severe snow¬ 
storms and floods hit Mediterra¬ 
nean crops. Morrisons imposed 
a three-item limit on broccoli 
heads and iceberg lettuces 
across all of its stores.

Policing element of council tax to cost £224 for band D homes 


Tax increase to boost 
police service coffers

RATEPAYERS will pay an addi¬ 
tional 1.99 per cent in council 
tax, after an increase for polic¬ 
ing was unanimously approved 
by Surrey’s “forever strapped- 
for-cash” Police and Crime Pan¬ 
el. 

The average Surrey resident 
- living in a Band D property - 
will pay £224.57 for the policing 
element of council tax for the 
financial year 2017/18. 

The increase, which will come 
into effect from April, was nec¬ 
essary because of increasingly 
complex crime and to help re¬ 
tain and recruit new trainees, 
according to Surrey’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
David Munro. £1.4 million was 
also transferred from the PCC’s 
reserve - the amount which was 
not spent this year - to help fund 
this year’s budget. But the PCC 
also has to save £5.5 million to 
“achieve financial balance”, doc¬ 
uments placed before today’s Po¬ 
lice and Crime Panel show. 

The Office of the PCC ran a 


consultation between Novem¬ 
ber and January in which 65 per 
cent of respondents supported 
the increase. 

Of the county’s 1 million-plus 
population, more than 2,100 peo¬ 
ple answered the survey on Com¬ 
missioner Munro’s proposed 
rise in precept for policing. 

Mr Munro said: “I want to en¬ 
sure that taxpayers pay no more 
than is absolutely necessary for 
an effective policing service. 

“However, I also have to strike 


a balance with giving Surrey Po¬ 
lice the sufficient resources to 
keep the county’s residents safe. 
Asking the public for more mon¬ 
ey is never an easy option and I 
can assure you I have not taken 
this decision lightly. 

“The changing nature of 
crime has meant that the polic¬ 
ing environment today is more 
complex than ever before and 
we must train and equip our of¬ 
ficers sufficiently to meet those 
challenges.

Pressure mounts on councils as costs rise

COUNCILS across the capital 
and in Surrey are facing the 
prospect of hiking council 
tax as the social care crisis 
deepens. 

The Local Government As¬ 
sociation (LGA), which rep¬ 
resents 370 councils across 
England and Wales, warned 
last week the Government’s 
Care Act was doomed to fail 
unless more money was allo¬ 
cated to the social care sector. 

In a statement, the LGA 
said: “Continued underfund¬ 
ing of social care is making it 
impossible for local authori¬ 
ties to fulfil their legal duties 
under the Care Act. 

“This could leave the sys¬ 
tem on the brink of failing al¬ 
together and councils facing 
the prospect of court chal¬ 
lenges.” 

A poll conducted by the 
Association of Directors of 
Adult Social Services found 
that just eight per cent of di¬ 
rectors of adult social care in 
councils were confident they 
could meet the full duties of 
the Care Act in the coming 
financial year. 

Arguably the biggest cri¬ 


sis in the country is faced 
by Surrey County Council 
(SCC), which voted against 
increasing council tax by 15 
per cent thus avoiding hold¬ 
ing a county-wide referen¬ 
dum which would have been 
held on May 4. 

Surrey Conservatives cite 
government cuts of £170mil- 
lion since 2010 and demand 
for adult social care, learning 
disabilities and children’s 
services increasing year on 
year. 

The crisis has also forced 
Merton Council to raise tax 
by three per cent, while Croy¬ 
don anticipates it will in¬ 
crease it by two per cent. 


Kingston Council an¬ 
nounced on January 23 tax 
is set to rise by almost five 
per cent, which is more than 
three times the rate of infla¬ 
tion. 

Bromley has anticipated an 
increase of 3.99 per cent -1.99 
per cent plus a two per cent 
precept - while Richmond 
and Bexley Councils have be¬ 
moaned the combination of 
falling central Government 
funding and increased de¬ 
mand for social care. 

Wandsworth, Sutton, 
Greenwich, Lewisham are 
yet to announce whether 
council tax will rise. 

The LGA also said a grow¬ 


ing number of people in 
need of social care could be 
left stranded in hospitals be¬ 
cause of “continued under- 
funding”, 

Meanwhile, the number 
of people who had “unmet 
basic needs” such as getting 
washed, dressed or out of bed 
could also rise, the LGA said. 

Those who got care could 
face shorter visits from 
strained carers, it said. 

In its submission to the 
Treasury ahead of the 
Budget, the LGA said that if 
new money was not ploughed 
into the social care sector 
then ministers needed to be 
“honest and up front” with 


the public about the level of 
care that could be provided. 

A Government spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Local Authorities 
have a duty to implement new 
rights introduced in the Care 
Act and, while many are al¬ 
ready providing high-quality 
social care services, we will 
continue to challenge and 
support those not currently 
doing so. 

“We have provided councils 
with up to £7.6billion of ded¬ 
icated funding for social care 
over the course of this parlia¬ 
ment - significant investment 
to ensure that vulnerable 
people get affordable and dig¬ 
nified care as our population 
ages.” 

Izzi Seccombe, chairwom¬ 
an of the LGA’s community 
wellbeing board, said: “The 
intentions and the spirit of 
the Care Act are in grave 
danger of falling apart and 
failing unless new funding is 
announced by government for 
adult social care. 

“It is not good enough just 
to be trying to help some¬ 
one get washed and dressed. 
Adult social care is about 
much more than this. 

“It is about aspiring to help 
people live their lives to the 
fullest, and with dignity, not 
simply just get by. 

“This is the great strength 


of the Care Act, which 
unfortunately is now at 
risk. 

“If no new money is urgent¬ 
ly announced, then govern¬ 
ment needs to be honest and 
upfront with the public about 
the limitations of the care 
and support we can provide, 
and the fact that as a society 
we will no longer be able to 
meet the ambitions and objec¬ 
tives of the Care Act.” 

Janet Morrison, chief exec¬ 
utive of the charity Independ¬ 
ent Age, said: “The social care 
system is chronically under¬ 
funded, and this continues to 
undermine implementation 
of the Care Act. 

“The impact of this failure 
falls on older and disabled 
people, who can be left with¬ 
out any assistance to carry 
out day-to-day tasks such 
as washing or going to the 
toilet. 

“Last year, we saw record 
numbers of people stuck in 
hospital when they were well 
enough to leave, because of a 
failure to put an appropriate 
care package in place. 

“With councils seemingly 
failing to meet their require¬ 
ments under the Care Act, the 
Government needs to find a 
long-term solution on social 
care funding that all parties 
can support.”

Are free schools the answer to class crisis?

AS the demand for more 
school places than ever soars 
across the country, councils 
in the south London and the 
south-east are racing to en¬ 
sure children in their bor¬ 
oughs are not left behind. 

With the housing crisis 
at an all time high, in turn, 
school places are also facing 
breaking point, with many 
children not getting into 
their first choice of school, if 
any school at all. 

The UK Government is 
desperately trying to solve 
the problem by promoting 
the founding of free schools, 
which are set up by an organ¬ 
isation or group of individu¬ 
als, and are funded directly 
by the government, but not 
by the local authority. 

Former Prime Minister Da¬ 
vid Cameron had announced 
the opening of more than 200 
free schools in July, saying 
they were “at the heart of 
this government’s reforms”. 

Kingston Council already 
has two free schools, and wel¬ 
comed its first in the borough 
back in 2015. 

However, according to 
the council’s latest school’s 


strategy, published in 2012, 
a shortfall of 487 reception 
places is anticipated for the 
start of next year, but it was 
confirmed this month by a 
council spokeswoman that 
the shortfall had been re¬ 
duced to 120. 

Likewise in nearby Elm- 
bridge, where there are only 
five secondary schools, one 


of which is a free school, 
campaigns for the introduc¬ 
tion of another school have 
led to plans for a school 
in Walton by the ElmWey 
Learning Trust. 

But in Surrey, a shortfall 
of more than 11,000 school 
places has rocked the county 
amid proposed council tax 
rises. 


Linda Kemeny, Surrey 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for schools, said: 
“We know that 11,000 extra 
school places will be needed 
over the next five years but 
at a time when our funding 
from government is falling, 
we face huge financial chal¬ 
lenges keeping pace with in¬ 
creasing demand for many of 


our services including adult 
social care and support for 
children with special educa¬ 
tional needs, and in light of 
these pressures we’re focused 
on highlighting the need for a 
fair deal on funding.” 

Richmond, one of the 
richest and most desirable 
borough’s in the country, is 
managing to keep on top of 
demand, with “sufficient” 
primary school places until 
2019 and “possibly 2020”, by 
which time an additional two- 
form entry primary school 
will open. 

The council there are also 
looking to open a secondary 
free school in the “eastern 
half of the borough” by 2020 
to plug the gap. 

Merton had also seen an 
“unprecedented increase in 
demand for primary school 
places “ over the past 10 years, 
but saw a “slightly” reduced 
demand for primary places in 
September, which is thought 
to continue until 2020. 

Merton councillors had 
also sought to plug the gap fol¬ 
lowing an £80m borough-wide 
primary school expansion 
project, and is now working 
with the Department for Ed¬ 
ucation to build the Harris 
Wimbledon Academy sec¬ 
ondary school in 2018, which 
should provide an eventual 
1,110 places, including a sixth 


form. Meanwhile, Bexley is 
struggling to keep up with 
demand with more than 2,500 
primary in year applications 
received in the last two years. 

Greenwich however has 
said the demand has slowed 
compared to previous years, 
but a problem is being faced 
in the form of secondary 
schools, and the council an¬ 
ticipates an extra 271 places 
by 2020. 

But there is stark opposi¬ 
tion to government proposals 
to reverse Labour’s 1988 ban 
on new grammar schools, 
which welcome pupils based 
on their ability 

In November, all 64 second¬ 
ary school head teachers in 
Surrey signed an open letter 
to Prime Minister Theresa 
May expressing their “vehe¬ 
ment opposition” to the gov¬ 
ernment plans. 

Concerned head teachers 
in Surrey argued a selective 
school system - in which stu¬ 
dents take an 11-plus exam 
to gain entry to grammar 
schools - instils a “stigma of 
failure” in those who do not 
make the grade, and leaves 
behind “late developers”. 

But the Department of Ed¬ 
ucation spokesman said that 
it aims to “provide stretching 
education for the most aca¬ 
demically able, regardless of 
their background”.

Network Rail defends action saying trees pose ‘safety risk’ 

Tree felling by railway 
resembles 'bomb site’

FELLING trees along the side 
of the railway line has left the 
clearing looking “like a bomb 
site”, according to a nearby resi¬ 
dent fighting to save the remain¬ 
ing trees. 

Joy Durban, 87, has lived 
in Bunbury Way near Epsom 
Downs train station for nearly 
25 years. 

The 40-foot trees lining the 
tracks and bordering her gar¬ 
den are a valuable part of the 
neighbourhood, she argues, and 
encourage wildlife to thrive. 

But Network Rail spokesman 
said the trees “pose a significant 
safety risk or are likely to cause 
delays to passenger journeys”, 
and need to be cut down. 

Joy was told they were due to 
go down this week, but they are 
still there. 

She is determined to keep the 
trees for the benefit of the local 
community and local wildlife. 

“It’s part of my environment,” 
Joy said. 

“I have squirrels in my garden 


and all the birds you can name 
all nest up there.” 

“Now it looks like a bomb site 
behind my house.” 

Mike Ford is chairman of the 
Epsom and Ewell Tree Advisory 
Board, a partnership between 
a group of volunteers and the 
council to improve and maintain 
the welfare of trees in the bor¬ 
ough. 

He said: “As long as it is done 
sensitively and with a proper 
plan, we can’t be against that. 

“We have to secure the rail¬ 
ways for people to and from their 


work.” 

A Network Rail spokesman 
said: “Managing and removing 
trees close to the railway is es¬ 
sential for the safe and reliable 
running of the railway. 

“In this instance, the trees are 
being removed as they have the 
potential to pose a significant 
safety risk or are likely to cause 
delays to passenger journeys. 

“We do understand the impact 
rail services can have upon lo¬ 
cal communities living directly 
next to the railway and work 
hard to reduce this impact.”

Downgrade fears for 
many A&E departments

ONE in six accident and emer¬ 
gency departments in England 
could be shut or downgraded in 
the next four years, according to 
new analysis. 

Twenty-four A&E depart¬ 
ments are on a list drawn up by 
researchers at the Health Service 
Journal (HSJ), which are deemed 
most likely to face downgrade or 
closure. 

The report comes weeks after 
the Red Cross warned that the 
health service was in the grips 
of a “humanitarian crisis”, 
with vulnerable elderly patients 
stranded in desperately needed 
beds in A&Es due to a lack of so¬ 
cial care. 

The HSJ analysis said about 
15 per cent of emergency depart¬ 
ments could be “closed or down¬ 
graded” in the next four years. 

NHS officials said some chang¬ 
es to A&Es had been planned 
and statistics showed treatment 
could be improved with “concen¬ 
tration” of specialist services. 

However the health service 
said it does not expect significant 


changes to A&Es in the years 
ahead. 

Dr Chris Moulton, vice pres¬ 
ident of the Royal College of 
Emergency Medicine, warned 
the NHS does not have enough 
capacity for a growing and age¬ 
ing population. 

“Any A&E closures must be 
very carefully considered for pa¬ 
tient safety, patient convenience 
and the effects on neighbouring 
departments that would have to 
absorb the extra patient attend¬ 
ances,” he said. 

The NHS said the range of ser¬ 


vices available to patients is ex¬ 
pected to expand as the number 
of people seeking urgent care 
increases over the coming years. 

A spokesman said: “Within 
that overall expansion, it may be 
possible to improve care and save 
lives with some concentration of 
specialist urgent services. 

“This approach has increased 
the chances of surviving a major 
trauma in this country by 50 per 
cent, and only today the Stroke 
Association have called for more 
concentration of stroke units to 
improve outcomes.”

Wee problem 

I WOULD like to draw your at¬ 
tention to three important and 
relevant factors your article 
on urinating in public does not 
mention. 

Firstly to an important 
anatomical difference between 
males and females: 

In males, the urinary system 
shares with the reproductive 
system the means of exiting 
the body, ie the urethra, which 
passes through the penis.

As outlined in the 
Croydon Newsletter it’s aimed 
to make it safer for “pedestri¬ 
ans to cross the road and should 
particularly benefit children, 
the elderly and those with mo¬ 
bility problems”. 


For this reason alone I 
propose that it should not be a 
24- hour measure. 

In the evening, late night to 
dawn, the roads are clear and 
there are few children, the 
elderly and those with mobility 
problems using the road. 

In those circumstances it’s 
not dangerous to go over 20 mph 
and the 30 mph speed should be 
maintained. 

The speed limits being 
introduced must be such that 
they are not unreasonable and 
such that it will not encourage 
motorist to break the law. 


Motorists do you have the 
responsibility to drive accord¬ 
ing to road conditions and three 
o’clock in the morning what 
possible gain is there by driving 
at 20 mph? Exactly where are 
these children, the elderly with 
mobility problems as I not seen 
them at two in the small hours 
in the streets of Croydon. 

In the past driving at such 
slow speeds in the early hours 
would have resulted in an 
arrest for being a prowler and 
an opportunist kerb crawler. It 
would feel unnatural and I hope 
the Croydon Council has not 


totally lost it, just because TfL 
are funding it. 

All this will only add to con¬ 
fusion on the road for motorists 
and users as it does not flow to 
logistical thinking. 

The exclusions can only 
catch out the motorist and risk 
increase in road rage. 

I strongly urge that 20 mph is 
not implemented and it should 
definitely not be a 24 hour meas¬ 
ure for compliance and safety.

T he common belief about St Valentine is that he 

was a priest living in Rome in the third century AD. 
Legend goes that St Valentine began arranging 
marriages in secret after they were banned by Emperor 
Claudius II who decided married men were bad soldiers. 

When Claudius found out about St Valentine’s illicit 
marriages he threw him into jail and sentenced him to 
death. But the ever romantic St Valentine let nothing 
get in the way of his passions and fell in love with the 
jailer’s daughter. He is said to have written her a letter 
on the day he was due to be killed, February 14, signed 
“from your Valentine”. 

The celebration of Valentine’s Day is said to have 
originated from a Roman festival called Lupercalia. This 
took place in the middle of February to celebrate the 
start of the springtime. 

Historians believe that, as part of Lupercalia, boys 
picked the names of girls from a box. Whoever they 


picked would then become their girlfriend during the 
festival. And, if the match worked out, they would get 
married. Over time the church turned Lupercalia into a 
Christian event and wanted to use it to remember 
St Valentine. 

It has now evolved as a time when lovers express 
their feelings for each other. During the Middle Ages 
it was believed in France and England that February 
14 heralded the start of the mating season for birds, 
encouraging the idea that it was a day for romance. 

Valentines greetings are believed to have dated back 
from that time, although the first written Valentine’s Day 
messages did not appear until 1400. Historians say the 
oldest Valentine’s Day message in existence is a poem 
written by Charles, Duke of Orleans, in 1415 to his wife. 
He is said to have penned it when he was imprisoned 
in the Tower of London after his capture at the Battle 
of Agincourt.

"Ike" means to place or arrange plant material "bana" means flowers. 

Ikebana is the way how a creation of an arrangement come to live. With the help of 
Nature and Techniques & Philosophy of Ikebana, the beauty of the arrangement will be 
appreciated. The great importance is an awareness of the beauty of each individual 
flower, branch and container that are being used and combined. It is an intention from 
the inner self of the person who arranges. 

In Ikebana, Space - the three dimension element plays a major part in the design, 
within the arrangement as well as Space of the outer perimeter.
